— S imilar to true J. madaijaseariensisj but larger, the 
bill especially, and coloration paler.

2. Buchanga aldabrana sp. nov. 

Sp. Char. — Differing from B. atra in larger and more strongly hooked 
bill, much longer nasal plumes (reaching halfway from nostrils to tip 
of bdl), much narrower rectrices, and in the very pale coloration of the 
female.

It is therefore jirobable that in full plumage this siiecies has the red 
as extensive as in J^\ mada(/((searieusis. 

A young male is like the femah* described above, but is somewhat 
brighter yellow beneath. 

4. Rougetius aldabranus wp. nov. 

Sr. Char. — Similar to R, (jnlaris^ of Assuupition, but without trace 
of dusky streaks on dorsal region, and with white bars on Ixdly and 
Hanks nimdi h‘ss distinct (sometimes abuost wanting). 
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Type, ISTo. 128,835, U. S. ]^at. Mm., Aldabra Island, October 10, 
1892; Di‘. W. L. Abbott. Length (before skinning), 12.50 inches, 
^brides chestnut-brown; feet blackish brown; bill black, base pink.” 

Eight adnlts from Aldabra compared Avith four from Assumption 
Island agree in the above-mentioned characters. In the type, there is 
scarcely a trace of white bars on the abdomen, Avhile those on the 
flanks and thighs are nearly obsolete. Other specimens, hoAvever, 
have these markings Avell developed, though never so broad and distinct 
as in E. giilarts^ while in none of them is there even a trace of the 
blackish streaks on the back, Avhich are very conspicuous in all the 
birds from Assumption. 



^ 5. Ibis abbotti sp. nov. 

Sp. Char. — Similar to J. bernieri, as distinguished from J. wikiopica 
but lower neck naked and minutely papillose; remiges without dark- 
colored tips (blackish gray in /. hernkri., dark metallic green in I. wthi- 
opica ) ; decomposed tertials greenish blue on outer, grayish green on in- 
ner, webs and iris light blue instead of white. 

Hab. — Aldabra Island. 

Type, No. 128,812, female ad., Aldabra Island, October 8, 1892; Dr. 
W. L. Abbott. 

6. Sula abbotti sp. uov. 

Sp. Char. — M ost like 8. cyanops, but bill much more robust, and color- 
ation different, the prevailing color of the Avings and tail deep black in- 
stead of grayish brown, the wing-feathers (both remiges and coA^erts) 
with inner webs and bases largely and abruptly pure aa hite, and the 
upper tail-coA^erts and flanks marked Avith guttate or AA^edge-shaped spots 
of black. 

Adiclt male (type. No. 128,761, Assumption Island, Indian Ocean, Sep. 
teinber 18, 1892; Dr. W. L. Abbott) : Head, neck, back, rump, upper tail- 
coverts, and entire under ])arts pure Avhite; scapulars and Aving-co verts 
pure white basally, grayish black terminally, the former mostly con- 
cealed, but frequently exposed as angular spots, or streaks, particularly 
on the lesser and middle wing-coverts; greater co Averts Avith inner Avebs 
pure white, except at tip; remiges and priinary-coA^erts black superfi- 
cially, but inner webs of secondaries chiefly (those of innermost feathers 
wholly) pure white, and those of the primaries also largely pure white, 
this color reaching to the shaft on the basal portion of the first quill, 
Avhich also has the outer web Avhite, and the shaft yellowish AA^hite, at 
base; on the innermost primary the AAdiite forms a broad edging which 
extends nearly to the tip, gradually running out to the edge, but at the 
base occupying the entire Avidth of the Aveb. Tail deep black, the feath- 
ers (except middle pair) sharply tipped Avith pure Avhite, and broadly 
edged with the same at the base. Each of the up])er tail-coA^erts has a 
large wedge-shaped median spot of black, and many of the feathers of 
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llie tirniks are similarly marked. ‘Mris dark broAvii; f(‘et leaden ^ray, 
low(‘i‘ parts of webs bhudc ; ti]) of bill [for about 1 ineli] black: [rest of] 
bill fleshy white; orbital skin black: gnlar imucli lio'ht gieen.^’ (Ab- 
bott, MS.)

This tine s])eci(‘s is a little larger than S. eifunopH^ and of similar gen- 
(Tal ap])(‘aranc(‘, but diOers very much both in form and coloration. Tlu‘ 
bill is much heavier than in that s])e(*i(*s, for while but little longer it is 
altogetlua* deeper and broader through the base. The serrations of the 
tomia are also much coarsei*. Th(‘ tarsus is de(‘idedly shorter but the 
toes much longer than in S. ei/anops^ and the covering of both legs and 
feet is far rougher than in that or any other .species of the genus. As 
to coloration, the most conspicuous features are the sliarjdy defined 
wedged-shaped black markings, on a pure white ground, on the upper 
tail-coverts and tianks, the extensively white iumn* webs of the remiges, 
and the ]iositiv(dy black, instead of brown, general color of wings and 
tail. Wherever the white and black come into juxtaposition there is 
always a bold line of juiu tion. and in no cas(‘ a gradual shading to- 
gethct of the two colors. 

7. Turtur saturatus sp. iiov. 

Sp. Char. — Similar to TuhJalmni us ^hnt much daiker; the whole back 
rich ])urplish chocolati*, the head, neck, and chest similar but slightly 
paler: light-colored ti])S of rectrices more restricted and more tinged 
with gray (wholly gray in adult female); adult male with sides of neck 
distinctly gloss(‘d with green.
